Change in the Foul Strike

Rule.

NEW YORK, February 14..At the close
of the meeting of the American League
to-night, the schedule of names was made
public. The schedule, shows a slight in¬
crease of conflicting dates .with
the National League, there being 25,
against 'SI last year. Ot these, nine aro
In Chicago, four In St. I«ouis. three in
Philadelphia, six in Now York and three
In Boston. Tho season opens In the East
April 14th, with Boston at New York, and
Philadelphia at Washington, and In the
West April 17th. with Chicago at Detroit
and Cleveland at St. Louis.
The Western clubs will begin their first,

series In the East on May 11th, and the
Eastern teams will make th?lr first ap¬
pearance in the West on Juno 4th.
Tho season will end in the East on Oc¬

tober 6th, ami In the West October 7th.
The National Leaguers considered their

sclieclul.j, but it will not bo formally adopt¬
ed till to-morrow. The joint rules com¬
mittee, which met eary ».i the afternoon
returned a report to both league meetings
during tho day. Some minor changes
were made, mainly for the purpose of
elucidating the present rules and correct¬
ing errors. The rules committee met
again to-night and will make a further
report to the leagues at their meetings
to-morrow. The representatives of the
National Leagu« on the commission were
Instructed that no change should be made
in tho foul strike rulo and no important
changes whatever are looked for.

Official Statement Quiets Rumors
As to the Modus

Operandi.
It has been an open secret for sovornl

dnys that Miller and Rhoads, the great
dry goods men, had acquired property
adjoining their mammoth store on Broad
Street for the purpose of furthor enlarg-
mont.

follows:
"Miller nnd Rhoads have acquired the

lenses of the properties known as the
Valentine estate, corner Sixth and
Broad Streets, consisting of the storo
now and lately occupied by tho Wag¬
ner Drug Company, the two stores lately
occupied by the Atlantic and Pacific Tea
Company and Rrullo's Ice cream parlor,
nnd the store now occupied by A. M.
Meyer and Brother, jowolers.

"Miller and Rhoads, however, will only
have possession for the present of tho
two stores recently vacated by the At¬
lantic and Paclllc Tea Company and
Brulle's.
"These buildings will bo torn down

at onco and replaced with a structure
to correspond with tho present Miller and
Rhoads's stores.
"Mr. A. F. Huntt will be the architect

of tho new building; which will bo mod¬
ern In every detail.
"It was erroneously stated that Miller

and Rhoads hitd purchased tho leases
of the stores now held by Meyer Brothers
and the Wagner Drug Company. This Is
Incorrect. Miller and Rhoads will not
come Into possession of these stores until
the leases of tho present tenants ex¬
pire.
"Miller and Rhoads have recently in¬

corporated under the laws of Virginia
for the more convenient handling of their
business, as well as to give Mr. A. B.
Laughnn, their superintendent, an Inter¬
est In the business, In recognition of his
faithful services covering a period of
fourteen years. linder the Incorporation
Mr. Laughan becomes secretary and gen¬
eral manager of the store. There will
bo practically no change In the former
management of tho store, simply a change
of titles of Its officers.'.'
